CROWING TREE8 
ON OHIO SOIL 
Suggestions By Governor Herrick on 
Forestry Are Worthy of Being 
Heeded. 
The Suggestion In Governor 
Hor- 
rick’s inau^mal address that it Is time 
for the state to take an interest in for­ 
estry is deserving careful 
attention. 
W hether forests exert an important 
effect upon climatic eotiditirms is a 
question admitting of argument, 
but 
there is hut one side to the proposition 
that 
our timber supplies are becom­ 
ing short, and thai, unless new sources 
of supply are brought under contri­ 
bution. tho rise In the price of lumber 
must continue indefinitely. 
Notwithstanding 
the 
greatly 
in­ 
creased substitution of steel and Iron 
during recent years, where wood was 
formerly employed, thoro is still a con­ 
stantly increasing demand for 
forest 
products, and a marked feature of this 
industrial condition Is the Increased 
call for small trees, says the Cleveland 
lead er. 
The saw log probably 
was 
never more In evidence than 
today, 
and the fine oaks which filled the for­ 
ests of Ohio a feW years ago are rap 
idly disappearing, hut with them are 
going everything which will make 
a 
fence post, a telephone pole, or a rail- 
mad tie. 
Not only til is, hut new uses 
of wood are being discovered, and new 
methods for utilizing timber formerly 
considered of little value. Our magnlfl 
cent elms, formerly almost worthless, 
are now eagerly sought for. and many 
acres of birch are annually cut down 
to supply the paper required by a sin­ 
gle great newspaper. 
To grow such a tree as would be re­ 
quired to replace the century-old oak 
or black walnut Is 
ail 
undertaking" 
which the ordinary farmer cannot eon- 
sltlnr for a moment, but a black locust 
or catalpa may become large enough,

circumstances, 
to 
make a post for a wire feneo in less 
than ten years, and it. will make a 
telephone pole In 20 years or less.
